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RESUBMISSION OF AMENDMENT AND RESPONSE

Applicants enclose a courtesy copy of an Amendment and Response filed on 
September 5, 2003. Applicants thank Examiner Canella for informing us that the 
Amendment and Response is not yet reflected in the records of the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office.
